CHINESE, CLUB SWEEP 


' THE CLUB REPLIES... 
. We have received the following 
from the Chinose Club: ' 
“With reference to Mr, Brutton’s 
fotter relating to the above, which 
you published, 1 ani dfrected by 
my Committee to lay before you 
shortly the circumstances of the 
matter so fur as the Chinese Club 
Js concerned, not becnuse the Com- 
mittee agree that “it fa generally 
belfeved that the Chinese Club has 
pald “to Mrs, ° Violet Chan, the 


Jowner of ticket No. 03066 in the 


Chinese Club Sweep of the Hong- 
kong Derby, 1923, the value of the 
first prize’ (for the Committee are 
satisfied that there isn no such 
general belicf), but because of the 
implication, contained in the lnat 
paragraph of Mr, Brutton’s letter, 
that the Chinese Club unfairly and 
Improperly, and in -breach of 
honour, withheld payment from 
Mra. Chan, Such implication is 


-funfair and unjust: 


2, It will be reeailed that after 
the race had been run andswon, on 
the lat’ March, 1928, tio rival 
claimants appeared for the win- 
ning ticket, viz, Mra. Chau and 
Chik Sung-ling. 

3. Now, necording to the condi- 
tions under which the tickets were 
gold, where an owner of a ticket 
loses his ticket he must, prior to 
the date of the . drawing,’ report 
such loss to the Club, and if such 
previoualy declared "lost ticket 
draws a prize, and if.no other per 
non comes ‘forwaril to claim ‘such 
a prize within aix months, then 
auch owner who reported the Toss 
before the drawing could re 
the prize after a thorough inv ony 
gation by the Club, and on oan 
adequate ‘yuarantee. But even in 
this case payment by the Club ia 
ee gratia,” Since the loss of the 
Heket 08066 was reported, not 
prior to the drawing, but 
subsequent to the race,, and since 
in fact no one preduced the ticket 
within six months from the draw- 
ing, the Club, under the conditians, 
was under no liability to pay any- 
one at all. |

G. After a lengthy and exhaus- 
tive enquiry by the Arbitrators, 
held at the Club's premises, | in 
which proceedings Counsel, {n- 
sirneted by Solicitors, appenred 
for both parties, the Arbitrators, 
by their. Sneha award. dated 
the 6th July, 1923, found and 
awnrded that Chik w as the owner 
of the ticket, and that Mrs, Chan 
never was the owner of the ticket, 
und tn view of the Arbitrators’ 
findings the contingency that the 
ticket might thereafter be produc- 
ed by Mra. Chan became irrelevant 
to the question as, to the true 
ownership of such ticket as found ; 
by the Award. | VEHICLES 

Gf. Tt is ,true that the Ciub 
should not, and would not, . be :

Sergeant Diamond 
told the court that, ho had
